A course in moral philosophy 
or ethics will probabiy be in 
troduced In Japan's public school 
system at the beginning of the 
next sthplastic year. 


Since Education Minister To 
Matsunaga .made this announce- 
ment recently, a heated debate 
on the subject has been going 
on in educational and political 
circles. 

Despite those groups which 
have been protesting againat 
such a Gourse, most. educators 
and parents agree that a moral 
consciousness is lacking among’ 
Japan's youth. They also agree 
that there is neéd for moral 
training. 

The Education Ministry has 
appointed a 60-member Educa- 
tion Research Council to study 
and deliberate the problem of 
ethics In public schools. Two 
Catholic educators; one a@ nun, 
have been named to this coun- 
cil. They are Mother Takamine 
of the Futaba College, Tokyo. 
and Prof. Eijiro Imatomi of 
Sophia University. 

Until the end of World War 
Il, Japanese children were given 
the traditional moral training 
known as “Shushin.” ‘This code, 
promulgated by the Emperor 
Meiji in the 1880's, was used to 
inculcate in children a loyalty 
to parents, brothers and sisters, 
the Emperor and the country. 
Traditional social cates in 
Japan derived in part from the 
teachings of the Chinese philo- 
sopher Confucius, 


Teachers used stories and 
fables from Japanese folklore 
to illustrate filial piety and na- 
tional patriotism. The code of 
Shushin took the place in Japa- 
nese society of religious ethics. 

A pagan nation, Japan has 
never had a state church or a 
religious sect which command- 
ed a large following from the 
nation. Neither Shinto nor 
Buddhism, the native. religions,

He actually 
outlined a code of morals which 
Won praise from Catholics for 
ite conformity to, the natural 
law, despite the. fact that Ama- 
no could not appeal to a 
Supreme Lawgiver for authori 
ty. 

Amano was bitterly criticized 
by his fellow educators and the 
Japanese press for advocating 


mere mention of moral code 
implied a return to the hated 
Shushin. 


Since then conditions of life 
have changed — considerably. 
Japan is troubled by a rising 
juvenile delinquency problem. 
There is also a disturbing in-| 
crease in suicide among 
primary and secondary school 
children. Furthermore, these 
youngsters take their lives in 
many cases for trival reasons. 
A breakdown of family loyalty 
is also becoming apparent. To 
most thinking Japanese, all this 
is evidence that young Japanese 
desperately need q decent and 
realistic sense of values. 


The Japanese community ge 
erally favors the proposed fe- 
introduction of moral training 
into the school curriculum. 
Dissent is voiced by the Japan 
Teachers Union, a powerful 
organization, and the Socialist 
Party. 

Those educators who favor 
Matsunaga’s proposal are 
vigorously opposed to a return 
to the ethics contained in the 
old Shushin textbooks. This op- 
position was voiced recently 
when the Education Minister 
was severely criticized for sug- 
gestion that a revival of Shu- 
shin might be necessary. 

A professor at Japan's Univer- 
sity of Education, Dr. Kiyoshi 
Suzuki, is a proponent of a 
piiorel.

‘Makeraremasen Katsu Made Wa’ 


The only reason for your see 
ing (and my writing about) 
“Makeraremasen Katsu. Made 
Wa.” opening next Thursday at 
the Toho theaters, is that it is 
a very late example of what 
Was once a uniquely Japanese 
comedy genre, The genre itself 
has all but disappeared and this 
practically posthumous appear- 
ance can be regarded now as, 
first, a cinematic curiosity and, 
second, a somewhat oblique 
glimpse into the Japanese sense 
of humor. 


The Japanese call the genre 
“nonsense-mono,” but used in 
this sense the term does not 
Mean the inspited insanity of 
a Harpo Marx, or the organized 
bediam of a Laurel and Hardy. 

Rather, it is very close to the 
attitude shown on the TV and 
radio program, “People Are 
Funny.” One laughs at rather 
than with, and what humor 
there is whimsical rather than 
funny. The nearest Western 
equivalent would be the family 
films of Frank Capra, father 
making fireworks in the ceHar 
while daughter does the Swan 
Princess to- her brother's 
xVlophone.

ers will flock to hotels, inne and 
lodges for their favorite winter 
sports this year. Already these 
places have been booked solid 
for the New, Year's and im- 
mediate weekends. 


So, they caution, reservation 
at inns and other overnight 
places should be made by all 
means, ‘They advised also to 
avold weekend crowds. 


A ¥50 to .¥100 increase for 
overnight stay has been made 
by inns, hotels and lodges. This 
plus a ¥60 charge on skis on 
trains starting from this season 
are not proving a deterrent to 
sklera and skaters.

The new five-year economic 
plan was drawn up with the

Outline of Plan 


The plan envisages the follow- 
ing econom'= advances during 
this year; 

(1) In the ex trace, 
$3,150 million or 11 per cent in- 
crease over last year, an im- 
port of $3,240 million.or 3 
per cent lower than last year 
and a $150 million receipt sur- 
lus in the overall account in- 
cluding invisible trade. 

The surplus will be used to 
repay debts incurred by‘ Japan 
in the past, including that from 
the International Monetary 
Fund; 

(2) An over-all rate of econo- 
mic growth of 3 per cent 
(in terma of gross national pro- 
duct) and a 4.5 per cent rate of 
growth “in the mining and manu- 
facturing production. 

(3) Investments in plant and 
equipment will be held down ap- 
proximately arcund the 1956 
level; 

(4) A 14 per cent decline in 
the wholesale price index will 
be induced, 

(5) The increase of the na- 
tional consumption will be kept 
within 5 per cent over last 
year. 

(6) The five-year economic 
plan assumes that there will be 
no appreciable improvement in 
the employment situation since 
demand for labor is not expect- 
ed to rise to a significant extent. 


Exports Vital 

in order to achieve these 
goals, the Government main- 
tains that the restriction of 
domestic demand by means of 
continued tight money policy is 
necessary to insure that a part 
of the nation’s productive 
power be reserved for export 
purposes. 
entire program solely depends 
on whether this country can 
earn $3,150 million through ex- 


ports. 

The situation in the world 
market as regards the Japanese 
export trade presents a number 
of unfavorable factors this 
year. 

First, nobody can dismiss 
lightly the. now evident fact 
that a business recession is 
hitting the U.S. economy. 

Against this background, 
chances are strong that restric- 
tion on the import of Japanese 
commodities will be intenstfagg 
in the U.S. 

Secondly, all the nations of 
the Free. World except West 
Germany’ are suffering from 
dollar shertages more or less 
this year, A . particularly 
annoying fact is that dollar 
shortages .are especially acute 
in India and Indonesia and 
other Southeast Asian coun- 
tries which are Japan's -major 
customers in the world market. 

No Easy Task 

It is no easy task to achieve 
a il per cent increase in ex- 
port, outdoing other export na- 
tions Which the world trade as 
a Whole is expanding at a rate 
of about 5 per cent.a year. 

However, as stated above, 
the $3,150 million export target 
allows for the repayment of in- 
ternational «sgbilities totaling 
some $150 mfllion. [ft & be 
comes possible to defer the re- 
payment until some time after;

If the export does not increase 
as scheduled, further curtail- 
ment of industrial production 
and a still low rate of economic 
growth will become the on 
means Of preventing a deficit in 
the int@fnational account.

Signs of Overproduction 

There is an important prob- 
lem which the Government fail- 
ed, whether knowingly or un- 
wittingly I do not know, to take 
cognizance of in its statement 
on the goals of Japanese ecw 
nomy this year. 

This is the signs of overpro- 
duction already manifest espec- 
ially in the rayon and other 
fields of textUe industry, paper 
and pulp manufacturing, iron

Of more recent concern: the 
final figures aren’t yet in, but the 
US. Chamber of Commerce esti- 
mated that Americans. would 
spehd $20,000 million during the 
big December buying apree. 
That is $600 million more than 
the record high of December 
1956—for the same amount of 
goods. The chamber said the 
physical volume of sales would 
be about the same for the two 
months, with rising prices ac- 
counting for the dollar increase.

Economists like to speak of 
the gross national product 
(GNP), the value of all goods 
produced and services rendered 
in the United States.

Again, the actual 
physical output remained about 
same, the $13,000 million 
represented higher prices.

Outlook Brighter 

In two years, {nfl tion has 
chewed about 54% cer.s out of 
the buying power of the con- 
sumer’s dollar. That's $140 
whacked off every $20 Dill, a 
cut of $4.40 in every $80 pay- 
check, $5.50 out of $100. 

At long last things are begin- 
ning to look better. Govern- 


ment experts predict that prices 


may dip slightly in January, 
then level off in a period of 
comparative stability. That 
doesn't mean that prices are 
going to drop back to their 1955 
levels, just that they may stop 
trying to push.a hole in the 
roof. 

Actually, a sudden and sub 
stantial drop in prices wouid 
create problems as serious as 
inflation. 

“Prices go up and down with 
the tides of business,” one eco 
nomist said “and it’s probably 
a good thing. It prevents the 
pendulum swinging too - far 
either way. But when the 
bottom falls out of prices, that’s 
when many people lose their 
jobs, and stop eating. 

“What this country needs is 
@ general leveling off, with 
maybe a slight drop in prices. 
It must avoid the peaks and 
valleys of inflation and defia- 
tion.” 

“This,” the economist said, 
“is a period of 
nonsense, with the growing be- 
lief that inflation is here to 
stay. That just isn’t so. 

“Over the coursé of years, 
business in this country has 
moved irregularly. Suppose 
you start with an ~ oxy in 
in economic activity. hat 
generates employment and in- 
come, which in turn leads to 
higher prices. 

“Then prices get to high. 
That's when the consumer 
stafts taking a good, hard look 
‘at the price tags. He becomes 
more selective in his buying. 
That tends to bring prices 
down. 

Everyone in the Act 

“Another thing—when prices 
go up it increases the profit po- 
tential of business. So business- 
men decide they had  bet- 
ter expand, and, they'd bet- 
ter do it before prices rise any 
further, Everyone gets into the 
act, and that’s a further pres- 
sure on the supply of goods 
and money, and prices continue 
to rise. 

“In_,1955 there was a huge 
expansion of plant and equip- 
ment all across the country. In 
1956_the expansion had leveled 
of some. Final 1957 figures 
will probably show that it drop- 
ped somewhat. That's normal 
business procedure. You plan 
your expansion not just for a 
year or two ahead but for 10 
or 12 years, and eventually you

“During those years of expan. 
sion there was constant prefsure 
on prices. Now it appears thay 
pressure has eased somewhat. 

“Moreover, once a plant reach- 
es its higher capacity, there is a 
pressure to use it. No business- 
man wants to see his machines 
stand idie, particularly if he has 
just spent millions of dollai's 
ywnstalling them. And when 
production starts outrunning 
demand, there is another down- 
ward push on the price level. 

“What happens. to prices in 
1958 depends to a very great ex- 
tent on what policy businessmen 
decide to follow. If they lower 
their prices and concentrate on 
yolume production and sales, 
their profits will be higher and 
the consumer will get a better 
break. On the other haed, if 
they try to hold the high price 
level, the consumer will be more 
hesitant in buying. «*% profits 
will go down.” 

Inevitable Cases 

Economists know that some 
price increases must be accept- 
ed as inevitable. For instance, 
if a business wants to attract 
workers into a new area, it may 
have to offer higher weges than 


those prevailing in settled areas, 


or a new industry may have to 
offer a better interest tate on 
borrowed money than an older 
and more established company 
would have topay. And factors 
that raise business expense tend 
to raise the prices of the 

those businesses produce. 

Ideally, for a stable price 
level, these increases should be 
offset by price declines else- 
where. 

J. L. Robertson, one of the 
governors of the Federal Re- 
serve Board, pointed out recent- 
ly that “this is where the rub 
comes in.” 

“No one,” he said, “likes to 
see the price at which he selis 
his good’s or services shrink. ~ 
Almost no one of us has the de- 
tachment to see such a shrink- 
ing as a part of the big picture. 
And yet this offset is a neces- 
sary condition for over-all 
Stability.” 

Robertson holds that “the 
creeping notion that continuing 
inflation is here to stay” its

Q. The current trend in the 
world economy is said to be 
again directed toward the estab- 
lishment of regional econoniic 
blocs. Will such a tendency, if 
it really éxists, affect the eco- 
nomic cooperation between Ja- 
pan and Asian countries? 


A. There exists a strong 
sense of abhorrene in Southeast 
Asian countries to any idea re- 
miniscent of the Greater Asia 
Co-prospefity Sphere. 

We must make every possible 
effort to convince them that our 
present scheme for _ economic 
cooperation is not of this na. 
ture, but purely economic in 
character, based on the geo 
graphical advantages of this 
country. 


In the distant future there 
may be born a Southeast Asian 
common market, but at the 
present stage the formation of 
such an economic bloc or even 
the discussion of it has no real- 
ism nor advantage. 

I think that Japan cannot live 
on the economic exchange with 
Southeast Asian countries alone 
at the present stage. 

As I said before, these coun- 
tries, do not have enough for 
eign currencies to buy our, 


While, on the other hand, it 
will be a long time before Japan 
can build up sufficient produc- 
tive power to supply large 
quantity of capital tu 
Southeast Asian countries, 

I do not think, therefore, that 
Japan can attain economic inde- 
pendence by relying only on 
trade with Asian countri ate 


Q. What do you think of the 
Southeast Asia Development 
Fund scheme? 


A. The idea is wonderful. 
However, its realization is delay- 
ed because of lack of enthusiasm 
on the part of those countries 
for which it was designed. 

It may be that these countries 
are dubious about Japan’s ac- 
tual ability to carry out the 
development plan. 

However, it is possible that 
Japan ¢an ald in the industri- 
alization programs of these 
countries technically or by dl- 
recting a part of her productive 
power to them. 

Reparations payment to these 
countries should proceed in co- 
ordination with economic coope- 
ration. 

As these countries lack the 
means of payment, it is neces- 
sary for Japan to give them a 
variety of credits. They “will 
be able to repay these credits 
when their economic standard 
is successfully raised by.the cur- 
rent industrialization drive.

limited ability at present to con- 
duct such a large-scale economic 
eooperation program, we need 
the, assurance of the US. that 
she will underwrite our aid pro- 
gram when the need arises. 

I am studying the possibility 
of devising arrangements under 
which Japan’e initiative need 
not be abandoned in exchange 
for the U.S. underwriting assur- 
ances, 

The growth of Japan's econom- 
ic power is prerequisite to large- 
scale economic cooperation with 
Southeastern countries. 

Then, it must be clear 
to them that Japan ‘a not 
intend to dominate underdevel- 
oped countries economically but 
is willing to extend help in a 
spirit of modesty. 


We must begin with the sim- 
plest, though most basic mat- 
ters. . Therefore, in the‘ first 
stages of the economic collabora- 
tion with Southeast Asian coun- 
tries, Japan must concentrate 
her effort on pure husiness and 
meet the demand for deferment 
of payment, 

This is the safest and most 
reasonable way to start econo- 
mic cooperation with Southeast 
Asian countries on a commercial 
basis. 

Only a few Japanese are sta- 
tioned abroad at present. When 
the Southeast Asian Develop- 
ment Fund scheme starts work- 
ing some day, the quality and 
personality of the representa- 
tives of Japanese trade firms 
abroad will largely determine 
the pattern and scale of the eco- 
nomic cooperation. 

We must send the best men, 
and not those types of men who 
went to Korea, Manchuria and 
Northern China intent on mak- 
ing a fortune in prewar days. 

The selection of men to be 
sem to Southeast Asia will be 
one of the most decisive factors 
of the success or failure of the 
economic cooperation in South- 
east Asia,

Q. What commodities do you 
think promising in future trade 
with Southeast Asia? 

A. Raw materials will dom- 
inate our imports from the area. 
As for exports, textile goods 
are still hopeful. Machinery 
and capital goods are still more 
promising, but West Germany, 
the U.S. and Great Britain far 
outweigh Japan in the export 
of these goods. 

India and Pakistan and very 
recently, even Pakistan, emerg- 
ed as competitors to this coun-. 
try in the field of sundries and 
textile goods. 

The export of Japanese-made 
textiie goods may increase fur- 
ther if the demand for these 
products in Southeast Asia turns 
to goods of higher quality. 

But, large-scale expansion in 
export of consumer goods Cah- 
not be hoped for, as former buy- 
er countries are becoming more 
and more self-sufficient in the 
supply of these goods. ‘ 

Therefore, the emphasis in 
our exports to this area must 
be placed on capital goods.

Q. Now we wonld like to 
turn to the problem of trade 
with Communist China.

Japan's present hesitancy to 
resume ful-scale trade With 
Red China comes largely from 
the fear that Japan cannot af- 
ford to lose the U.S. market. 
Public sentiments ‘in the U.S. 
deserve careful consideration. 
The situation would be com- 
pletely different if Red China 
could buy both capital goods and 
consumer goods unconditional- 
ly and in large quantity as did 
prewar China. 


The worst thing that could 
happen in dealing with Red 
China would be for the Red 
Chinese Government for some 
political reason, to stop buying 
after Japanese industries have 
expanded their productive faci- 
lities to meet their former large 
demand for certain goods. 

The governmem is at liberty 
to meke arbitrary decisions at 
any time in Communist coun- 
tries and that is the main 
source of. instability of trade 
with Communist countries. 


Industrialists naturally take 
into consideration whether 
they can expect cofftinuous de- 
mand before they make any de- 
cision to. expand their plants. 

Businessmen cannot but feel 
uneasy about the- linking of 
politics and economics in Red 
China or in any other Commnu- 
nist country.

Cate task. It must fulAll ite re 
parations liabilities faithfully 
and, at the same time, extend 
economic cooperation on a com- 
pmerieal basigto help develop 
the economies of these countries. 

It needs statesmanship and in- 
tegrity to carry out such com- 
mitments and only after, that 
will there be born among South- 
east Asian countries a sense of 
trust toward Japan, 

Then, they will feel that they 
can count on Japan to carry 
out her promises and that she 
is truly willing to cooperate.

Q. What are some of the 
points Japan must improve in 
her trade policies; especially in 
connection with trade with 
Southeast Asia? 

A. It Ils highly questionable 
whether private’ enterprises in 
‘this country are willing to co- 
Operate with Southeast. Asian 
countries in a spirit such as I 
have just deseribed; --because 
auch cooperation involves con- 
siderable risks at the present 
stage. 

Therefore, I think it is the 
responsibility of the Japanese 
Government to see to it that 
adequate protection be given to 
private business which is -en- 
gaged in trade with Southeast 
‘Asian countries. 

The Government must en- 
courage Japanese private busi- 
ness in. Southeast Asia and try 
to pursuade business and indus- 
trial people alike that their busi- 
ness in the area will bear fruit 
in the long run despite some 
current setbacks, 

Those who are trusted with 
the management of companies 
often find it difficult to risk the 
interests of thelr companies in 
undertakings which they per- 
sonally feel desirable.

Gate Pines 

Aa the yearend approaches, 
“kadomateu” or gate pines are 
erected at every house gate or 
door, Generally a palr of kado 
matsu consisting of pine branch- 
es and bamboo is erected. Kado- 
mateu is erected as a mark to 
guide the deity to the house to 
bring the good hick of the year. 
Tall trees are also used at 
shrines and festivals for the 
same porpose. Instead of pine 
and bamboo, other plants are of- 
ten used in various districts. 

Then with kadomatsu, shime- 
nawa (secred fextoons) or straw 
ropes with paper tufts is placed 
over the house entrance. Shi- 
menawa is the mark of purity 
or clean places. its presence 
announces that the house is 
ciean to welcome the fortune of 
New Year. Instead of the rope 
like horizontal shimenawa there 
are sometimes placed those tied 
as knots with various decora- 
tieoms such as yusu (citrus), sea- 
weeds, leaves of urajiro (white 
beam) and yusuriha (Dephni- 
phyllum maecropodurn) and lob 
sters. All these decorations 
stand for long life, purity, mod 
esty and health. 

Toward the year end there 
are heli bomem-kal or year-for- 
getting parties to forget sai 
worries and trouble of the year. 
The party is held by families, 
communities and company ¢€m- 
ployes. It is held with hope 
that the coming year will be 
better and happier. 

New Year's Eve- 

Omisoka or New Year's Eve

The end of the year is mark 
ed by the ringing of temple 
bells 108 times at midnight. The 
sound of temple bells are heard 
all over ‘the country. Each 
ring will drive out one of the 
108 evil thoughts humans pos 
sess according to Buddhist 
teaching. It means that driving 
out all evil thoughts, all are to 
welcome New Year pure in 
heart, so that all good fortunes 
of New Year will be enjoyed. 

As New Year's Day dawns, 
the whole country presents an 
aspect quite, contrary to what 
was a day before. There is no 
hurrying, no bustie;. there sare 
heard mo angry words nor bit- 


. ter arguments. The enti-e coun- 


try become pedceful and quict. 
No working men are seen hur 
rying to their, places of empioy- 
ment. 

The day is a holiday to be 
enjoyed in joy and happiness. 
This spirit of festivity continues 
through the entire New Year 
eeason, when -practiqaliy ‘no 
business is conducted. It is the 
day when even . newspaper 
offices are closeti, and ‘there is 
no evening paper issued on the 


New Year's Day, and no morn- 
ing paper on Jan. 2. 

In the private family, when 
ali wake up on the New Year's 
Day, they dress in their best 
clothes, children in their new 
costumes. Then they greet one 
another with a merry “Omede- 
to” thappiness t you). . This 
short greeting symbolizes the 
sentiment of New Year, One 
does not wish the happiness of 
one’s self alone, but prays for 
the happiness of others as well. 
On the street this greeting is 
stl exchanged even among 
strangers. 

New Year Breakfast 

At the breakfast table, all 
drink tiny cups of fuku-cha or 
tea of good luck. It is green 
tea with a pickled apricot in 
each cup. From ancient times 
tea and “umeboshi” or pickled 
@pricot have been regarded as a 
preventive against sickness, 

Next. comes the serving of 
‘tozo,” a special sweet ricée-wine 
for the occasion, which contains 
various medicinal herbs and 
spices, such as pepper, ginger, 
cinnamon, red beans, rhubarb 
ang bell-flower root. A little 
silk bag: filled with these ingre- 
dients and dropped into the cold 
wine overnight will give it dis- 


ease-dispelling properties. This 
wine is said to have been intro- 
duced from China, and in Japan 
the drinking of this wine has 
become a solemn rite on New 
Year's Day. First the master 
drinks it, then the mistress, then 
the children, and lastly the ser- 
vants. 


After this comes the axilan of 
“zgoni,” soup with mochi. The 
foundation may be either clear 
soup or bean-mash soup, and 
the ingredients are toasted 
mochi, chicken: or duck meat, 
vegetables and greens. This is 
the national dish of New ..ar 
for all classes of people. 


The drinking of fuku-cha, toso 
and eating of zoni are continued 
for the first three days of the 
year. 

On the New Year’s Day, no 
housework is done, because it 
is said that sweeping will drive 
out the good luck of the year. 
At any rate on the day as Inile 
housework is done as possible, 
as everything must to devoted 
to the enjoyment of good buck. 


Thus during the last few days 


of the old year, various foods 
are cooked to be eaten in the 
New Year season, 

After the toso and zoni, many 
“persons make .their first qos 


to their local shrines to e y 
for a Happy New Year. There 
are many who visit their shrines 
as soon as the 108 rings of 
temple bells end, and there are 
seen lines of visitors through- 
out the night. Many shrines 
issue New Year charms of good 
luck which are carried home 
and placed in the house for the 
whole year. The old charmg are 
taken back to the issuing 
shrines at the end of the year, 
or burned. 

Every year has a lucky diret- 
tion, and many visit shrines in 
that direction. 

in old days, all used te make 
New Year calls on relatives and 
friends, but except in rural dis- 
trict: this custom has much de- 
clined. Instead people send out 
New Year greeting cards. 

All Play, No Work 

New Year visitors are 
generally treated to sake and 
food, arid so“all households be- 
come nierry with drinking and 
feasting. To be merry and 
kind is the keynote of New 
Year. 

No work should be done on 
New Year's Day, and on the sec- 
ond day there are performed 
various rites for commencing 
the year’s work. Manufac- 


turers, wholesalers and shop 

keepers have the rite of “hatsu- 
ni” or-first shipment. Decorat- 
ed carts, trucks and horses 

carry the first shipments. «o/ 
the year, and the receivers of 
Such goods entertain with sake 
and food all those who bring 
the lucky first shipments to 
their doors. 

Those fond of composing 
poems solemnly write down 
their first ms of the year: 
children write their first calli- 
graphic attempts. Students of 
music play their intruments or 
sing their songs for the first 
time on the second day, with 
quite a ceremeénial attitude, 

The people judge their for- 
tune of the year by the 
dream they have on the night 
of. the second day. On New 
Year's Day, they do not even 
dream, as it is the day of merry 
making. It is said that a good 
dream on the second night In- 
sures luck for the whole year, 
In old days, street .hawkers 
Came tO sell pteces-of paper on 
which @ certain poem waa 
written, as it was believed that 
when one slept with this sheet 
under his pillow, one would 
have a lucky dream. 

The first week of the year is 
actually ‘spent in the spirit of 
New Year, and Kadomatsu, the 
sign of the festival, te removed 
on the evening of the @th or 
early in the morning of the ath, 
That signifies the formal end of 
the New Year season. In old 
days, it was said that no fua- 
eral should be held while those 
Pine decorations stood, as it is 
not the time for sorrow and 
mourning, 

Other Rites 

The 7th day ts called nana- 
kusa or seven herbs, and for the 
breakfast on the day, the peopie 
eat nanakusa-gayu or rice gruel 
with mochi to which are added 
seven herbs of the spring. it 
signifies the coming of spring. 
On the llth, the rite of kaga- 
mi-biraki is held. It is the day 
when kagamimochi, decorated 
on tokonoma, is taken down and 
broken into small pieces, and 
eaten. Shiruko or sweet soups 
with red beans and mochi is 
made at many households on 
this day with the pieces broken 
from kagamimochr®. 


“Mayudama™ (cocoon balls) 


is another New Year decoration, 


On slender branches of tree are 
fixed small hollow balls made by 
baking flour in molds, and the 


. branches are decorated wiin 


tiny golden imitations of colina 
and treasures. As mayudama is 
beautiful and glistening, chil- 
dren. are particularly fond of 
them. Mayudama represents a 
prayer for welfare, and is saki 
to have developed from the an- 
client custom of making offer- 
ings for a good silk cocoon harv- 
est, which was observed in the 
middle of January.

On Jan, 14, farmers of 
districts hold prayers Resiogae 
good rice harvest in the new 
year. The custom differs ac. 
cording to. districts, but general. 
ly they go through the act of 
planting rice in their yards, hy 
walking down the length of the 
yard, stooping down = and 
stretching the right hand to the 
ground as if they were actual- 
ly. planting. In the snow-cover- 
ed regions, farmers plant pine 
needles in the snow, to repre- 
sent the rice planting act. 


_*In feudal days the whole 
month of January was spent in 
the spirit of merry-making, and 
even today there remains a 
strong tendency to prefer en- 
joyment to hard work all 
through the month, as evidenc- 
ed by the popularity of various 
New Year games until the end 
>@f the month. 

New Year Games 

As for New Year games, the 
most prominent is “hanetsuki” 
or battledore and shuttilecock. 
it is an old game, but since To- 
kugawa days, it has become a 
New Year game. While at first 
it was played with simple hago- 
ita (battledore) made of plain 
wood, ft gradually became eta- 
borately decorated with paint- 
ings.and pasted figures. Of 
course, Such elaborate hagoita 
are not used'4n the actual play 
of the game. “The decorated

The sales of hagova Fe: 
mences in December, afd ail 
women eagerly desire to 
sess many artistic specimens. 
In the New Year season, the 
aound of hanetsuki is heard 
everywhere, It is played not 
only by children and women, 
but also men who take delight 
in joining in this game associat- 
ed with the celebration of the 
season. For dropping the shut- 
tlecock, a player is punished by 
having oshirol or liquid white 
face paint dubbed on his 
face. Such whitened faces are 
common sights during the sea- 
gon On many streets. It is a 
New Year game and is not piay- 
ed in any other season. 

Boys love to fiy kites, and 
play with tops in the season. 
Kite fiying is not 80 common in 
cities. where children have not 
many large flying fields, but in 
rural areas, it is very popular, 
particulariy in the New Year ses- 
son. They often fight with their 
kites,. trying to down each 
others’ kites by the clever mani- 
pulation. In other places, kite 
fiying is done particulariy in 
spring when a good wind 
comes seasonally. 

A pastime that belongs strict- 
ly to New Year is karuta-tori

Dogs have always been re- 


garded as the friends and pro- 
tectors of men and there are 
many tales in which dogs acted 
faithiviiy to guard the life of 


humans. “Inu” (dogs), how- 
ever, are friends of- children in 
Japanese tradition, although 


many dogs have brought good 
fortune to old men in many folk 
stories. 

Primarily it was believed that 

have power to prevent the 
evil influence of devils, and so 
the old custom of writing the 
character for inu on the fore 
head of the newborn baby start- 
ed very early. 

From this custom came “inu- 
hako” (dog box), made of clay 
or wood to be placed by the 
baby’s bed.

Al- 
though no conclusion was 
reached on this -matter at the 
Vancouver conference, it ig ex- 
pected to be brought up again

If Japan yields to US. pres- 
sure, Japanese salmon fishers 
will be sandwiched in a narrow 
strait between the eastern and 
western border lines fixed by 
the Soviet Union. 

In this sense the two prob- 
lems are closely interrelated 
with each other, and the future 
of Japanese salmon fishing de- 
pends entirely on the outcome 
of the negotiations with the So- 
viet Union on the one hand and 
the U.S. and Canada on the 


other.

Upon Japan’s election to the 
Security Council, the Foreign 
Office expressed its view that 
this fact proved the world's 
recognition of Japan's ability to 
successfully discharge the 
heavy responsibility of partici- 
pating in the important discus- 
sions which are directly con- 
nected with the maintenance of 
international peace and securi- 
ty. The Foreign Office admit- 
ted, however, that it would be 
no easy job to live up to the 
expectation of the world in this 
res t. 
he date of the first meeting 
of the council for this year has 
not yet been fixed, but is ex- 
pected to be set soon since 
many ga questions wait to 
be solved. These include fhe 
disarmament in the missile age, 
and the West Irian dispute 
which has caused the civil war 
in Indonesia, an important mem- 
ber of the Afro-Asian commu-

As a result of the admittance 
of Malaya in the international 
organ, the number of Afro 
Asian nations with U.N. mem- 
bership amount to 28, or more 
than one-third of the total num- 
ber of signatories of 82.

Akira Miyazaki, director of 
the Foreign Office International 
Cooperation Bureau, who at 
tended iast year's U.N, meet- 
ing a8 representative of the 
Japanese Government, said that 
the Government is making pre- 
parations to adopt a clear stand 
in this matter, 


In order to perform the vari- 
ous duties ag a U.N, signatory, 
the Foreign Office pland to 


the Japanese Mission to the U.N. 
at the beginning of fiscal 1958 
which starta from April. In the 
meantime, t8e Foreign Offite 
hopes to add one counselor and 
Orie secretary to the etaff. 

Late in July this year a spe- 
clal committee of the U.N, is 
expected to meet for delibera- 
tion of the effect of radioacti- 
yity. Although the § discus- 
sions are to be conducted on a 
scientific basis, the U.S. and So- 
viet Union are expected to ex- 
ert large political influence 
since the results of the discus- 
sions will have direct bearing 
on nuclear experiments, 

It is hoped that Japan, as the 
only nation in the world which 
has undergone the ordeal 
nuclear radiation, will stress its 
harmful effect.

This we can foresee in view 
of the slow progress of Japan’s 
economic cooperation with 
Southeast Asian countries, cen- 
tered on the projected South- 
east Asian Development Fund, 
and diplomatic issues with the 
Republic of Korea, which have 
remained unsettled for several 
years past. 


The year 1958 is expected to 
be a bonus year for the world’s 
astronomers, for the natural 
moon and planets seem to be 
determined to keep up with the 
activities of man-made moons 
this year. 

In April a doughnut-shaped 
annular eclipse will occur above 
the ocean < the southern 
coasts of this country, while a 
total solar eclipse is expected to 
be seen over Southern Pacific in 
October. During the same month 
Jupiter will hide itself behind 
the moon, which is considered 
to be a rare astronomical pheno- 
menon. Then in the following 
month, Mars is predicted to 
make its first approach to the 
earth since last autumn. 


A solar eclipse occurs when 
the sun conceals itself behind 
the moon, but when the distance 
between them is not. large 
enough, the outer rim of the sun 
bulges out to produce an an- 
nular eclipse, which has all the 
likeness of a shining doughnut 
in the sky. 

Predicted to be the most per- 
fect one in this century, the an- 
nular eclipse this year will be 
visible near Japan on April 19. 
It will be the first “doughnut 
sun” to be seen in Japan since 
1948, when the moon covered al- 
most all but one per cent of the 
whole area of the solar circle. 
Therefore, the eclipse which 
was observed 10 years ago at 
Rebun Island off Wakkanai, 
Hokkaido appeared as a total 
eclipse. This time, a_ perfect 
doughnut is expectéd to be shap- 
ed with 5 per cent of the sun 
bulging out of the moon. From 
the Japanese mainiand, how- 
ever, we shall only be able to 
see a partial eclipse as the sun 
takes on a crescent form. 

The only place near Japan 
where the annular eclipse is 
expected to be seen is Amami 
Oshima Island off the southern 
coasts of Kagoshima, Kyushu, 
and in the neighborhood of Ha- 
chijojima Island; about 1580 
miles south of Tokyo. 

At Naza on Amami ima 
it will. be observed fol some 
four mitrutes starting 12:44 a.m. 
on April 19, while on it will 
appear over Hachijojima be 
sween 1:16 and 1:21 p.m. on the 
same 

The ToKye Astronomical Ob- 


peer vanery, Kyoto University, 
and other institutions plan to 
send groups of scientists to 
make observations of the solar 
Spectrum-and cosmic rays. 


The total eclipse is expected 
to be obsérved on Oct. 13 over 
eastern Australia and New Gul- 
néa as well as New Zealand, 
where astronomists of various 
countries of the world includ- 
ing the US. and Britain will 
gather to conduct research on 
the natural phenhomefon. 


The Tokyo observatory, and 
Education: Ministry are making 
preparations to send a group 
of experts to Fubalov Island 
east of New Zealand in the 
hope of making up for the 
failure experienced in their 
1955 observation -at Ceylon 
because of unfavorable weather. 

Turning to topics in the noc- 
turnal sky, a partial eclipse of 
the moon will be seen about 9 
p.m. on May 3. Then, early in 
November the Mars will grad 
ually increase in brightness un- 
til the distance between it and 
the earth is shortened to 45 mil- 
lion miles, when its luminosity 
will be equal to the minus sec- 
ond magnitude, or twice as 
bright as it is this month. When 
Mars approached to 35 million 
miles from the earth on Sept. 
7 last year, its brightness was of 
the third magnitude. 

At 9 a.m. on Oct. 14, Jupiter

will be completely out of sight 
for one hour because it will pass 
behind the moon. Although it 
cannot be seen with the naked 
eye, an ordinary reflex telescope 
would suffice to make a satisfac- 
tory observation. Tokyo Obser- 
vatory authorities expect coop- 
eration from amateur astronom- 
ists in collecting information on 
the rare astronomical p e- 
non, 

According to computations by 
the observatory, the time of the 
appearance of the Venus, com- 
monly known gas the morning 
star or the evening star, will 
change three times during the 
year.

But President Diem has made 
it clear that he Intends to lessen 
his nation’s dependence on the 
international dole by diversify- 
ing Vietnam’s agriculture, de- 
veloping. local light industries 
and improving tax collections. 

“We must progressively estab- 
lish a mational industry in order 
to provide our population with 
manufactured. goods at reason- 
able prices,” Diem said in a 
major policy speech late in 1957. 

“Why should we, for exam- 
ple, continue to import paper, 
erystal sugar, rubber goods and 
glasswares when he have plenty 
of wood and bamboo to make 
paper, sugar cane to make su- 


sand?” 

Diem’s plea for local produc- 
tion was urgent. Vietham’s 
meager exports have been pay- 
ing for only about 20 per cent 
of the hation’s required imports. 

American aid financed the 
bulk of Vietnam's imports, and 
the amount of that aid is being 
decreased as a result of Congres- 
sional cuts, 

President Diem is e to 
launch in 1958 bis five-year plan

The plan has not yet been ful- 
ly described by the Saigon Gov- 
ernment, But some phases of it 
already have been put into ope- 
ration, and they indicate the 
course Diem is plotting,

River della areas 
are being moved onto virgin 
land in the high plateaus of west 
central Vietnam, 

The Government hopes these 
newly-located farmers can in- 
crease the production of coffee, 
tea, fruits and livestock to re- 
duce imports of those products. 

Rehabilitation of the nation’s 
highwey system already has 
started under the U.S. aid pro- 
gram, 

Plans are being studied to im- 
prove the national railroads, in- 
crease electrical power produc- 
tion and modernize - internal 
communications.

The goal 
is to reduce Vietnam’s depend- 
ence on imported consumer 
goods, many of which can be 
mantfactured. from locally-pro- 
duced raw materials, 

The American aid p am is 
being geared to help Vietnam 
become egénomically self-sup- 
porting. — 

During the first two years of 
the Indochina peace, U.S. as 
Sistance to South Vietnam was 
directed largely at assisting 
President Diem in establishing 
a secure central government 
and in resettling nearly 700,000 
refugees from the Communist 
north, 

With those jobs largely com- 
pleted the economic aid mis- 
sion outlined its goals starting 
from 1957 in these words: 

“While a large part of Amer- 
jean aid for the next year 
should be devoted to financing 
and strengthening the armed 
forces, ald would to the extent 
possible be directed toward

South Vietnam will enter 195& 
with some fears that neighbor- 
ing Laos may go Communist. 

Saigon Government officials 
are concerned over what course 
the landlocked kingdom will 
take following the November 
formation of a coalition govern- 
ment with the Communist-infiu- 
enced Pathet Lao. 


Two high Pathet Lao leaders 
now are members of the royal 
Laotian Cabinet. And elections 
are scheduled next spring for 
the two former Patheét lao pro- 
vinces. 

High Vietnamese officials in- 
chiding President Ngo Dinh 
Diem, are Kriown to be appre- 
hensive over the future of Laos, 
one of three nations bordering 
on anti-Commanist South Viet- 
nam. 


To the north is J -ommunist 
North Vietnam and on the 
southwest is Cambodia, a neu- 
tral nation with which Svigon 
often finds fault. 

A Communist seizure of the 
Laotian Government would 
make all of South Vietnam's 
borders hostile or, in the case 
of Cambodia, something less 
tha warmly friendly. 

Officials in the .outh republic 
do not belleve that Com- 
munist North Vietnam plans, at 
least immediately, two launch 
an attack across the i17u 
parallel border. 

But Saigon officials are wor- 
ried over the threat of increas- 
ing Communist infiltration and 
sabotage.

ment has defeated the armed - 


religious sects and reestablish- 
ed internal security in wide 
part of the ‘nation since the 
1954 Indochina tfuce.

MANILA~—The Philippines 
spent 11 months of 1957 on a 
wild dollar spending spree 
which President Carioa P. Gar- 
cla finally halted in December 
with strict “austerity” meas 
ures, 


Philippine central bank U.S. 
dollar reserves tumbled well be- 
low $100 million before Pres- 
ident Gareia slammed the door 
shut on luxury spending. 


Garcia's plan, as explained to 
the public, suspended barter 
trading remittances of dollar 
profits. out of the country and 
curbed the import of nonessen- 
tial commodities into the ‘coum 
try. re 

It would also end marginal 
business by forcing importers 
to deposit in advance 50 to 200 
per cent value of goods to be 
imported, 

Garcia told the nation—ip a 
radio address that he hoped t..e 
measures would be temporary 
omeneeny six. months im dura- 
on, 

He was aiming, he explained, 
at getting the level of dollar 
reserves back up to a $200 mi- 
lion level. 

Meanwhile, basic commodity 
prices, which had been rising 
steadily all year, took a sudden 
»10 to. 20 per cent leap as the 
austerity measures went into 
effect before Christmas. 

Rice, park, fish, oil-—-the basic 
requirements of the Fillping 
people—rose sharply. The _ liv- 
ing costs stood at year’s end 
as the Righest in the world. 
| Manila surpassed. New York, ac- 


cording to official surveys here. 
However, the ecofhomic situa- 
tion of the country was not all 
dark. Wellqualified American 
and Filipino economic experts 
expressed conviction that the 
eurrent tightening of the belt 
would bring spending into line. 
The Philippines aiready ex- 
ris three times as much as 
Thailand. Experts think the 
country’s economy will pull 
through the yearend crisis, 
Certain, however; was the 
prospect of asking the U.S. for 
a big multimillion . dollar 
Stabilization fund. 


. This would add to the already 
nearly $3,000 million the US. 
has given the country in the past 
10 years. Current U.S. aid 
spending is more than $100 mil- 
lion annually, 

President Garcia launched at 
year's end an ambitious four- 
year agricultural program aim- 
ed at making the country self- 
sufficient in food. 

As 1967 ended the Philippines 
with 20 million people was im- 
porting rice, although the land 
was considered capable of sup- 
porting double the population 
of 40 million.
